A combined arms exercise 
called Sentry Guardstrike VI 
highlights training of Michigan 
National Guardsmen who are 
currently on two weeks of 
annual active duty at Camp 
Grayling and Phelps-Collins Air 
Nationa] Guard Base, Alpena. 

Nearly 7,000 Army and Air 
Guardsmen from Michigan will 
be involved in Sentry Guard- 
strike VI.during the next two 
weeks. The training will fea- 
ture infantry, armor and artil- 
lery units in the attack, with air 
support provided by the Air 
Guard's tactical fighter units. 
The principal ground maneuver 
unit will he the Army Guard's 
46th Bde, 38th Inf Div, with 
headquarters in Wyoming, 
Mich. The air units, which will 
involve planes from 13 state Air 
Guard organizations as well as 
Naval and ‘Marine Reserve 
units from Selfridge Air Na- 
tional Guard Base, Mich. will be 
controlled by Michigan's 127 
‘Tae Ftr Wg.

One of the most practical and informative manuals 
on energy and its conservation has been produced 
through. the ‘ cooperative participation of the oil 
industry, the electric industry, the Office of Energy 
Conservation (U.S. Department of the Interior) and 
otner organizations. Beginning with an explanation of 
energy,’ it is stated that the “energy crisis” is 
mis-named..What we have is a fuel shortage destined 
; io continue ior séverai years. Efforis io meet the 
: “crisis” are also explored. 

The most pertinent parts of the manual deal with 
how energy can be conserved in the.home.

John Calvin was a second 


* generation reformer. His in- 


fluence became felt during the 
first half of the sixteenth 
century. His best known work, 
“The Institutes of the Christian 
Religion” appeared in 1536. 
‘Trained as a lawyer and a 
diligent student of the Bible, 
John Calvin was mightly used 
of God to exposite scriptures as 


the self-authenticating revela-’ 


tion of God. 

John Calvin's attitude toward 
the Bible reflects his s7cupt- 
ance of God's direction through 
God's Word alone. “It must be 
remembered that every word 
which may have issued forth 
from God is to be received with 
implicit authority.” Calvin also 
said, “Our wisdom ought to 
consist in embracing with gen- 
tle docility and without excep- 
tion, all that is delivered in tho 
sacred Scriptures.” 

John Calvin did not believe in 
a Christian being led by the 
Holy Spirit apart from the 
Bible.

Cal- 
vin added, “It is incumbent on 
us diligently to read and attend 
to the Scripture, if we would 
receive any advantage or satis- 
faction from the Spirit of God.

The most widely used 
kind of home fire detector is 
a heat sensor or special iher- 
mostat that sounds a-central 
alarm bell or horn when the 
temperature in the vicinity 
of the detector reaches a pre- 
determined level - usually 
about. 135 degrees. The 
troubie wiih tis type of de- 
tectoris that it loses valuable 
minutes before it gets hot 
enough to sound the alarm.
